Investigation of (R 'Recruiting Activities 



1. On 22 March 1951 Chief, EE directed the writer to investi- 
gate various reports concerning a possible compromise of^J 

and the candidates which he had picked for possible aircrews. 

Reference cables are called out below and individually discussed. 

2. (^ JR595 (In 29163) dated 16 March 1951 stated that one 

of j candidates had met one A. R. Lutosyawski described as 

possible Polish Communist agent. This cable was discussed with 
^ "who stated that(J \had categorically denied that he had 

ever talked with this candidate because he had heard of the contact 
between the candidate and Lutosyawski. To date Jackpot has not yet 
reported on Lutosyawski or his activities* 

3. MUNI 2913 _£Jn 29892) dated 20 March 1951 quoted^.. R as 

having stated that^ (activities were known and claimed that 

it was also known that he was recruiting for American operations 
into Poland. As this was reported by T Ithe writer discussed 

Jihe matter withf ^in .Munich on ^7 Marcn 1951 and found that

6. a. It is the findings of the writer JJiat the consensus of 
opinion of both British and Americans is that(_ __ \is not com- 

promised himself and that his professional ability and reliability is 
of a high level. 



b. It is the findings of the writer that the candidates con- 
tacted byi^ jire not necessa ri ly compromised inasmuch as it 

appears that their contacts with^ \tre known only to the top 

Polish political men who are currently employed as principal agents 
by EE-II. It is emphasized that the question of any of these candi- 
dates who might be hired living in England and operating from England 
would require the co-operation and probably the consent, pf Jagged/ 
Jackpot and this question was not discussed witl?' 'inasmuch as 

the cover and base for the proposed aircraft has not been settled in 
Washington. This question should be discussed with the British just 
as soon as Washington policy has been defined. 

7. The primary cause of theiknowledge off 3 recruiting 

activities appears to stem from the fact that tfre field officers 
responsible did not stick to the letter of the original cable fronj_ 
Washington which requested the recruitment of aircrews. ^ \ 

suggested that large aircraft would need ground support and that tfie 
crews would require housekeeping facilities, and he therefore contacted 
a great many more candidal*'* +b"n was necessary at the time. The case 

officer might have kept[ from contacting housekeeping types 

until he had checked with Washington on the necessity of such recruit- 
ment. It should have been foreseen and certainly should be foreseen 
in the future that when candidates drawn from foreign political groups 
are contacted with necessarily vague offers of employment that they 
will seek advice and guidance from their political "father confessors."
